The killer—or killers—hid in 
a scrub oak thicket 75 yards 
away, then touched off a hidden 
land mine. 

The blast underneath Noble’s 
automobile left it a crumbled 
wreckage and scattered bits of 
the 42-year-old gambler’s body

Missouri river basin, The 
plan’ seeks to solve the entire 
problem by constructing huge 
dams and levees, thus dealing 
with the waters after they have 
swept down into the lowlands. 

Plan for Uplands. 

“We submit that a plan for the 
basin should be much more com- 
prehensive than the Pick-Sloan 
plany It should start dealing 
with floods on the uplands where 
the rain falls and floods begin, 
through extensive soil conserva- 
tion measures... . Thus the dams 
might not need to be so high or 
the levees so big. 

“We should strive,” the reso-

Sometimes an applicant 
for a_ certificate would leave 
money and let the bureau mail 
the desired record to him. This 
money and a slip of paper iden- 
tifying the source would be de- 
posited in a “preliminary” box; 
if the certificate was mailed out, 
he explained, the money was to 
be transferred to a “city” box, 
but if for some reason the record 
could not be supplied, the deposit 
was to be returned. 

As a matter of convenience, 
some undertakers posted a deposit 
of $5 or $10 on which the bureau 
drew when requests for death cer- 
tificates were made by telephone. 

Carpenter said such methods 
lend themselves to discrepancies. 
He added that one of the auditors 
in the comptroller’s office must 
have been “careless” not to have 
detected a shortage long ago. 

Routine audits failed to show 
anything wrong, he said, because 
an accountant, while checking par- | 
tially used books of certificates, 
took someone's word that certain 
numbers of unused books were in 
the vault. Three other members 
of Lasater’'s staff of eight had ac- 
cess to the vault. it was reported.

LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP)—Britain 


began “let’s-stick-together” talks 


today with an Arab nation close- : 


ly bound to the United States, in 
the hope of coping with the rising 
tensions of the Middle East. 

The Emir Feisal, foreign min- 
ister of Saudi Arabia and second 
son of powerful King Ibn Saud, 
spent more than an hour with 
Foreign Secretary Herbert Mor- 
rison discussing political, stra- 
tegic and economic probiems of 
‘the restless Arab world. 


| Feisal’s meeting with Morrison 


_ was the first of a series which the 
British hope will help to stabilize 
relations between long-feuding 
Arab dynasties and between the 
Arab world and the West. 


| Plans Washington Trip. 


Feisal, whose oil-rich country 
has close economic and military 
ties with the United States, is 
planning to go on to Washington 
later this menth, one of his aids 
reported. 


Britain has incurred the dis- 
‘favor of several Moslem states. 
Egypt has threatened to denounce 
its 20-year military alliance with 
Britain which normally would ex- 
pire in 1956. Iran is struggling 
to take back vast British oil con- 
cessions.

| Jordanian politicians, exiled in 
‘nearby Syria, have been urging 
the Damascus government to 
swallow the murdered King Ab- 
dullah’s wobbly state. 

Britain in the past 150 years 
has been able to maintain its in- 
fluence throughout the area by 
balancing rival Arabian dynasties 
with the result that each side 
used to compete for its favors.

Profitable Raid. 

“When the St, Louisans started 
back up the slope to their own 
lines everything inflammable in 
the German position was burning. 
Dugouts had been destroyed with 
the thoroughness that high explo- 
sives and incendiary grenades 
permit. Some of the men carried 
their rifles slung on their backs 
in the climb up the steep moun- 
tain, although enemy machine 
guns were giving them a terrible 
lashing and the rear guard was 
having a lively tilt with a counter- 
attack, By the scales of war, it 
was a profitable raid.”

A Dubious Beginning 


The St. Louis public school building program 
is off to a lodse and uncertain start if the re- 
cent announcement from 911 Locust street is 
any indication of the shape of things to come. 

To begin with, it is clear now, and has been 
for some time, that the $17,230,000 bond issue 
approved by the voters at the June 5 special 
election will not do the job expected of it—at 
least not at today’s prices. Cost estimates on 
which the size of the bond issue was predicated 
are more than a year old. Rises in the prices of 
materials and labor since then have greatly ex- 
ceeded the estimates. 

That poses the question of how the board 
can best use the funds the community has made 
available and, at the same time, keep faith with 
those who have been led to believe that cer- 
tain specific school buildings would be con- 
structed. Since there is not enough money to go 
around, and since each of the 17 proposed 
projects is in the nature of an “emergency” 
need, the board is in a difficult position., 

In this situation, the board early last month 
created a bond fund administration committee 
on which the city’s leading businesg, building, 
labor and school organizations were invited to 
designate representatives. The committee would 
provide “technical and practical advice” on what 


to do. Two weeks later—before the committee 


had been organized—the board turned around 
and authorized the sale of $6,650,000 in bonds. 

Now, despite the fact that the committee still 
has not met, a spokesman for the board an- 
nounces exactly what use will be made of the 
$6,650,000. As announced, the plans contain at 
least two disturbing elements. 

In the first place, the building program orig- 
inally promised to the community included $5,- 
825,000 for construction of a new technical 
high school for white pupils, with the present 
Hadley Technical to be converted to use by 
Negroes when the new school was completed. 

But the program now under consideration 
provides only $2,000,000 for either a new Negro 
technical high school or for the expansion of 
technical education facilities at Beaumont, which 
then would be designated a technical high school 
and Hadley converted to Negro use. 

This may or may not be the best method of 
cutting corners, but it is definitely not the pro- 
gram that was promised when the board was 
seeking votes to put the bond issue over. Any 
departure of such scope should first be public- 
ly explored and completely justified. Nothing 
of the kind has been done.” 

The second disturbing element is the plan to 
go ahead with such projects as can be put up 
on land already owned by the board, attempting 
in the meantime to acquire sites for the other 
projects.. There is much merit to this pro- 
cedure and normally it would not be questioned. 

But because of the inadequacy of the bond 
issue, grave questions arise. Is it not possible 
that the final projects will be seriously cur- 
tailed or even eliminated because of the high 
costs of the earlier ones? Is it fair to determine 
priority strictly on the basis of availability of 
ground? 

For example, cost of the new Henry School, 
to be built on or near the Murphy Playground, 
was estimated for bond issue purposes at $598.- 
124; but the low bid, later rejected, ran to 
about $900,000 and probably will be higher 
when a contract eventually is signed. The dif- 
ference will have to come from somewhere 


and may mean elimination of other projects. 
If plans are to be revised—and inflated costs 


dictate that they ‘must be—each project should 
be carefully weighed before the board commits 
itself. Only after that has been done will the 
community know it is getting as close to what 
it expected as is humanly possible. 
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Benton vs. McCarthy

Wrong Program

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The Nephew Test 


Congressman Sabath of Illinois, who has put 
his name to many good works in his 45 years 
in Washington, hurt his reputation sorely with 
his comment on President Truman’s appoint- 
ment of Sabath’s nephew, Joseph J. Drucker, to 
be a federal judge in Illinois. 

This judicial appointment, said the 83-year- 
old dean of the House, was a reward for his own 
political service, rather than for his nephew. 
Mr. Sabath went on to say that he had never 
asked anything for himself but requested this 
appointment for a kinsman who had come up 
the hard way. Indeed, he said he worked for 
the bill to create the judgeship with the ap- 
pointment of his nephew as his incentive. 

What in time has any of these matters got 
to do with a lifetime appointment to the fed- 


eral bench? Not a one of them is in the least) 


relevant. What if every Senator and Represen- 
tative sought and obtained a federal judgeship 
for a.nephew?

Woodrow Wilson did not think so and when 
he was President he declined to appoint his 
brother as postmaster at Nashville because he 
did not want to give even the appearance of 
executive appointment through pull. Here is the 
better example and, if anyone, a member of 
Congress for nearly a half-century should 
know it. 


Power Co-Ops In Danger 

The electric industry's “celebration” of Rural 
Electrification Week, set for the last of this 
month, has been denounced by President Tru- 
man as a “publicity stunt.” As the President 
rightly said, “publicity stunts and rosy pro- 
nouncements by the power industry have never 
electrified any farms.” That work has been car 
ried on almost solely by the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration co-operatives. 

Now, as Marquis Childs notes today, Senator 
Aiken, the Vermont Republican, has warned the 
Missouri Farmers Association that the whole 
system of REA co-operatives is in danger from 
those who do not like the competition of the 
co-ops “and want to see them destroyed at any 
costs and by all means.” This despite the fact 
that behind the leadership of the co-ops about 
70 per cent of Missouri's farms now have power 
as compared to 6.4 per cent in 1935. 

Ringleader in the attempt. to discredit and 
destroy the co-ops, Senator, Aiken says, is the 
National Tax Equality Association, a group 
which at least one Congressman has labeled “an 
unscrupulous racket.” This organization is the 
same that Robert S. Allen exposed in 1949 as a 
front for the utility lobby in Washington. The 
aim of the lobby is to take over or control the 
nation’s electric co-operatives. The aim of the 
industry-sponsored “rural electrification week” 
is to make the public think the job is done and 
that the private power companies did it. 

But the job is far from done. Thirty per cent 
of Missouri’s farms are still without light‘ and 
electric power. If they were forced to rely upon 
the private utilities to supply their needs, they 
would heve a long, long wait. Fortunately 
that is not the case. 


Much Louder Than Words 


The bunting is out in plenty in the good city 
of Norwalk, Conn., and for very good reason. 
The city on Long Island Sound is celebrating 
its 300th anniversary. 

Norwalk is to be congratulated and felicitated. 
Not many American cities have such a long 
heritage of years. And Norwalk might be par- 
doned if on such an occasion it thought only of 
itself and its own fun—and for the space of this 
one week let the rest of the brother cities stew 
in their own much more juvenile juice. 

But Norwalk is different. Norwalk has done 
something that should bring a cheer from all its 
neighbors, all, that is, who honor and cherish 
America’s reputation for justice and decency 
and brotherliness. In celebrating its own birth- 
day Norwalk has shown that it has not forgotten 
America’s true heritage. 

Several distinguished gentlemen will speak at 
Norwalk on Thursday, which is United Nations 
day. But the occasion will be most notable not 
for what any of them say, eloquent though 
they doubtless will be, but for the fact that the 
city has invited as its special guests that day 
two persons whose names are far less well 
known. They are Mr. and Mrs. Harvey E. Clark, 
the two Negroes whose apartment in Cicero, 
Ill., was recently looted by a white mob. 

Actions like this speak much, much louder 
than the most adequate words.

How Many Air Force Groups? 
‘ How large should the United States Air Force 
be? This question is before the country and 
it is going to be even more prominent in the 
months to come. ~ , 

Only two or three years ago there was big 
excitement over the proposal to enlarge the Air 
Force to 70 oups—or wings, That was, so 
many persons felt, unnecessarily and dispropor- 
tionately large. 

Now the force is built up to 87 groups and 
no one thinks that is enough. The immediate 
goal is 95 groups and no less a person than 
the Secretary of Defense said that the aircraft 
industry was being asked to speed up produc- 
tion so that the number of groups can be dou- 
bled if need be. 

Now Chairman Vinson of the House Armed 
Services Committee says the total number should 
be 163 groups. Moreover, he proposes that Con- 
gress take immediate steps to increase the Air 
Force to that size. 

This is a difficult as well as a technical prob- 
lem. Under the guidance of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and the Secretary of Defense members 
of the Senate and House will have to work it out. 

But if any mistake is made it should be on 
the side of safety. The one thing the country 
believes about the size of the Aér Force needed 
is that it should be large enough. Secretary Mar- 
shall and Chairman of the Joint Chiefs Bradley 
surely can be counted on to take a view above 
the ambitions or special interests of any one 
branch of service. 
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Representative Curtis and Housing 

We are glad to publish today a letter from 
Representative Thomas B. Curtis explaining 
his vote on the independent offices appropria- 
tion bill. 

In an earlier editorial, we listed the votes 
of Illinois and Missouri Representatives as 
votes for and against public housing. That is 
what they were, but Mr. Curtis is right in 
saying they were also something else. 

When the bill came out of.conference, it 
contained a Senate-sponsored economy pro- 
vision rather than the House-sponsored Jensen 
economy provision. It also provided funds for 
50,000 public housing units, as proposed by the 
Senate, instead of funds for 5000 units, as 
proposed by the House. 

The House, by a vote of 188 to 186, decided 
to send the bill back to conference with instruc- 
tions for the House managers to “insist further 
on the disagreement with the Senate amend- 
ments.” This meant two things: that the House 
managers were to insist on the Jensen amend- 
ment, and were to insist on 5000 rather, than 
50,000 public housing units. 

Thus a Representative who voted to recom- 
mit, as Mr. Curtis did, was voting for the Jensen 
amendment and for a drastic cut in the public 
housing program. Mr. Curtis may consider the 
Jensen amendment the “basic issue,” but as 
Representative Javits (Rep., N.Y.) warned the 
House before the roll call, “Members who vote 
for the motion to recommit should do so with 
the realistic understanding that they must be 
prepared to have it considered as a vote against 
the 50,000 low-rent housing units.” 

We are glad to know that Mr. Curtis would 
vote for the bill if the conference restored the 


Jensen amendment. This, we take it, is an indi- 


cation that he favors a public housing program 
of 50,000 rather than 5000 units.

British Government's loyalty program tests employes only in jobs 
connected with state secrets or high policy; figures show restraint 
used in searching out Communists; English feel project thus limited 
is more effective, less harmful to treasured democratic tradition.

In view of England’s critical situation 
today, the present ability of the Com- 
munists to do harm is far greater and 
more clearly recognizable than it is in 
the United States. The Government is well 
aware of these dangers to the country 
and to itself. 2 

Nevertheless, the prevailing climate of 
opinion in England is in notable contrast 
to that in the United States. There ap- 
pears to be clear recognition that a war 
is being waged in which the most im- 
portant victories 
must be won in the 
intellectual and 
moral arenas, and 
that in such a strug- 
gle the bludgeon 
techniques of sup- 
pressiom are value- 
less. The surrender 
of traditional values 
as an incident to 
this warfare is re- 
garded as not only 
dangerous and cer- 
tain to weaken the 
basic strength of the 
nation, but also un- 
necessary. 

In a statement, Prime Minister Attlee, 
although giving assurances that any per- 
son whose reliability might be in doubt 
would be told the charges against him, 
rejected the proposal that membership of 
a political party should not of itself be 
grounds for special government policy. 
He said: 

“It is not suggested that in matters af- 
fecting the security of the state all those 
who adhere to the Communist party would 
allow themselves to forget their primary 
loyalty to the state. But there is no way 
of distinguishing such people from those 
who, if opportunity offered, would be 
prepared to endanger the security of the 
state in the interests of another power. 


The Onlv Prudent Course 


“The Government have, _ therefore, 
reached the conclusion that the only pru- 
dent course to adopt is to ensure that no 
one who is known to be a member of the 
Communist , or to be associated 
with it in such a way as to raise legitimate 
doubts about his or her reliability, is em- 
ployed in connection with work, the 
nature of which is vital to the security of 
the state. The same rule will govern 
the employment of those who are known 
to be actively associated with Fascist or- 
ganizations.” 

The official instructions correspond 
closely to the Prime Minister's statement 
in the House of Commons. Their appli- 
cation is limited to persons “employed in 
connection with work the nature of which 
is vital to

disclose anything that might lead to 
knowledge of the sources of information, 
but they are further admonished to do 
everything possible to assist the civil 
servant in presenting his case effectively. 


In the event of a final adverse decision, 
the civil servant will, if possible, be trans- 
ferred to another position of non-secret 
character, preferably in the same depart- 
ment. 

The statistics of the program demon- 
strate that the restraint promised by the 
Prime Minister’s statement has been prac- 
ticed in the prosecution of the policy. The 
procéss of elimination of Communists and 
Fascists from sensitive positions was prac- 
tically completed by May 25, 1949, so far 
as the present incumbents were concerned. 
In all, there had been only 50 instances 
in which a minister found a prima facie 
case. In none of the cases were persons 
in policy-making, administrative or ex- 
ecutive groups concerned; most were 
either clerical workers or scientists and 
technicians. 

In 16 cases the original allegations were 
withdrawn by the minister, either after 
the reply to the notice or upon receipt 
of the report of the Advisors. Three per- 

.sons resigned either before a final de- 
cision or before transfer to a ‘non-secret 
post. As of May 25, 1949, nine had not 
yet replied and a certain number admitted 
the allegations and were shifted to other 
non-sensitive positions. 


Safeguards Are Political 


It is evident that in this procedure 
none of the traditional safeguards, which 
we sum up in the phrase “due process” 
are present. The Government has taken 
the position that where evidence and 
sources of information cannot be made 
known, the protection afforded by a volun- 
tary. adoption of forms of judicial pro- 
cedure would prove illusory. 

Neither is the civil servant protected by 
any statutory provisions. Control of the 
Civil Service in England is a function of 
the “prerogative” and matters of preroga- 
tive are not the subject of legislation. 
Moreover, they are beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts. Nevertheless, it is 
evident from the actual operation of the 
program that safeguards do exist, but 
that they are political rather than legal in 
character. | 

One of the most important of these is 
undoubtedly the limitation of the program 
to security issues, narrowly defined. This 
prevents the filing of wholesale or trivial 
charges, and consequently makes it pos-

hands of a very few men well qualified by 
character and experience for the function 
they perform.

Between Book Ends 


The Composer As a Man 
PUCCINI: A BIOGRAPHY, by Geo. R. Marek. (Simon 

& Schuster, 412 pgs., $5.) 

If you listen to our grave and reverend 
seniors, the turn of the century (“fin de 
siecle’’ was the smart word for it) was a 
time much superior to now. Of course, 

! for their judgment is 
biased, for it was 
then they were 
young. But they have 
a case; those days 
had no fear of war 
or Communism; taxes 
and government rode 
so lightly they were 
no burden. New in- 
ventions every year 
were going to make 
the future an end- 
less crescendo of 
prosperity and hap- 
piness. ' 

Into this lush pe- 
riod came Puccini, a 
figure almost legendary, who scored suc- 
cess after success: “Tosca,” “Boheme,” 
*“‘Manon.” New. Yorkers paid $300 a ticket 
to hear the premiere of his “Girl of the 
Golden West.” 

The facts of a composer’s life are not 
always helpful in leading one to an under- 
standing of his music. His work is the im- 
portant part of him; the connection be- 
tween it.and his personality is often too 
obscure to be seen. 

For those who want ‘to look at the man 
Puccini, Marek’s book is a careful, volumi- 
nous record, though an unsympathetic one. 
Perhaps that is inevitable, for Italians and 
Slavs, though they were for a time un- 
willing bedfellows under the broad Haps- 
burg blanket, have never been too friend- 
ly: there is a temperamental chasm. 


Puccini came of a musical family, and 
was driven to his best by the spur of pov- 
erty. As Marek points out, he had weak- 
nesses, became entangled with a married 
woman who should have known better, 
and who became a millstone ‘round his 
neck. He was, it appears, a little stingy, a 
little unscrupulous in thrusting people out 
of his way. But success in competitive 
a is not usually won by shrinking vio- 
ets. 

There is an interesting glimpse of the 
musical tycoon who owned all the operas 
and collected all the royalties, who kept 
a stable of composers like Puccini on re- 
tainer; told them what they should write, 
and told the opera houses what they might 


perform. 

Puccini! found success very sweet when 
it came. He was jolly, enjoyed his wealth, 
reluctantly grew fat, aspired to be a hunt- 
er, was an automobilist when “men who 
owned their’ motorcars” were classed with 
“Dukes and lords and Russian Czars.” Puc- 
cini was a provocative human figure and 
Marek’s biography tells why. But it doesn’t 
tell where the music came from.

Loans Being Repaid. 

Those loans are being repaid 
with interest in many instances 
far ahead of schedule. The co- 
ops in 1942 formed the National 
Rural Electric Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, which has come -to exert 
a power comparable in kind, if 
not yet in degree, to that of the 
American Farm Bureau and the 
Grange. 

The co-ops are convinced that 
the goal of the industry is to 
change the basic REA act so that 
they will no longer be able to 
obtain Government loans for the 
specific purpose of developing 
generating facilities. 

They feel that the right to de- 
velop their own sources of power 
is vital, even though it is not 
always used, the conviction being 
that this is a stick behind the door 
to keep wholesale rates of the 
private companies to the co-ops 
at a reasonable level. 


In Progressive Tradition. 


At the urging of James Patton 
of the Farmers Union, President 
Truman wrote a letter denouncing 
the proposed rural electrification 
week as a “publicity stunt.”

N Louisiana, the Senate crime 
| committee wrapped up a com- 

plete history of local infiltra- 
tion by the national crime syndi- 
cate. Through alliances with 
home-grown racketeers, these big- 
town mobsters put gambling and 
other profitable rackets on a big- 
time basis. 

New Orleans, though it has 
been cleaned up steadily since 
Mayor BeLesseps S. Morrison 
took office in 1946, became an 
important provincial capital of 
the East Coast Costello-Lansky- 
Adonis mob. As his protonsul, 
Frank Costello installed a trusted 
lieutenant, Philip (Dandy Phil) 
Kastel, convicted swindler. Then 
through Kastel, he controlled an 
important segment of the area's 
slot machine and gambling casino 
rackets and effected a working 
partnership with a local criminal, 
Carlos (Little Big Man) Marcello. 
Marcello, reputed Mafia leader of 
Louisiana, is building a criminal 
dynasty that one day may rival 
Al Capone’s. 

In every line of inquiry we pur- 
sued we found Marcello’s trail. 
The Little Big’ Man with some 
of his brothers and aides owned 
all or part of more than 40 enter- 
prises—all but a few of them il- 
legal. These included gambling 
casinos, an interest in the local 
wire service, horse parlors and 
slot machine companies. 

Our report stated: “The com- 
mittee had information that Car- 
los Marcello and his brother, An- 
thony, owned a boat used in run- 
ning narcotics into the port of 
New Orleans.” Carlos had been 
convicted in 1938 of narcotics 
peddling and had served time 
for it. 

We also established beyond 
doubt that the out-of-state gang- 
sters who came to Louisiana de- 
pended on the negligence, the ac- 
tive support, or the participation 
of some local law enforcement 
officials.

N the day in 1946 that John J. 

Grosch took office as sheriff 

of Orleans parish (New Or- 
leans), local newspapers ran a pic- 
ture captioned “Just a Gift for 
Johnnie.” It showed the new sher- 
iff standing alongside a brand- 
new Cadillac limousine presented 
him by “unnamed friends.” 

We heard from the sheriff's 
divorced wife, Mrs. Viola Grosch, 
a woman who holds a responsible 
position at the Tulane University 
hospital, that in the last six years 
of their married life together, 
ending in 1940 when he was chief 
of New Orleans detectives,

Grosch had accumulated $150,000 
which he kept at home in a steel 
box. She said she had seen him 
receive money weekly from a 
local slot machine dealer, and 
another character, who reputedly 
ran a house of prostitution, 
bought all the food for the week. 

Frank Costello, later in New 
York City, claimed that it was 
the late Huey Long who paved 
the way for Costello slot ma- 
chines. He testified that Long 
sought his advice on how much 
revenue the state could raise if 
it “legalized” slot machines. Cos- 
tello sent “Dandy Phil” Kastel to 
make a survey. Long was assassi- 
nated shortly after, and the state 
never got into the slot machine 
business, but Costello and Kastel 
did. 

They created a virtual slot ma- 
chine monopoly in New Orleans, 
with profits that ran into the mil- 
lions. 

Such organizations always need 
“characters” to help them.. We 
questioned one such character, 
212-pound James Brocato, wha 
calls himself Diamond Jim Moran. 
Brocato likes to bedeck himself 
with diamonds. He confided to a 
committee investigator that he 
even had a diamond pendant at- 
tached to the zipper of his 
trousers. 

Brocato said he had been asso- 
ciated with Costello's slot ma- 
chine enterprise from 1935 until 
Mayor Morrison put them out of 
business. His job was spreading 
“good will.” Describing the fa- 
millar one-armed bandits, Brocato 
solemnly said that pulling the

Outside of New Orleans in the 
rural parishes, slot machines con- 
tinued to operate as openly as if 
they had been stamp-vending ma- 
chines in a postoffice. The wily 
sheriff of Jefferson parish, white- 
haired Frank J. (King) Clancy, 
would not quarrel with our esti- 
mate of 5000 machines in his jur- 
isdirtion. 

The Costello-Kastel-Lansky in- 
terests in Louisiana were not con- 
fined to slot machines. They ac- 
quired the luxurious Beverly Club 
gambling casino and night club 
in Jefferson parish, just outside 
of New Orleans. 

Another huge gambling casino 
operating wide open in King 
Clancy’s Jefferson parish was 
Club Forest. A former dice man 
and cashier at Club Forest gave 
the committee evidence of the 
practice, which we dong had sus- 
pected, of “jugg of figures 
and keeping of books which did 
not accurately reflect the facts.” 
He admitted that on occasions 
when Sheriff Clancy’s deputy, 
Paul Cassegne, entered the club, 
one of the managers would give 
instructions to withdraw sums of 
more than $1000 to be charged, 
as the dicé man put it, to “ice” 
—which is the accepted term for 
protection money. 
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HE REV. DANA DAWSON, a 

Methodist pastor in Metairie, 

Jefferson parish, told how he 
organized a citizens league and 
brought padlock suits against both 
Clubs Beverly and Forest. Almost 
immediately the minister was ap- 
proached by one Pete Perez, dice 
foreman at Club Forest, and prom- 
ised funds for a new Sunday 
school building if the suit were 
dropped. Perez subsequently 
made contributions of $50 and $75 
monthly to the church, even 
though the padlock suit was pre- 
sented, the minister said. 

On one visit the dice foreman 
was accompanied by the incred- 
ible Sheriff Clancy, who later, the 
minister testified, actually brought 
contributions to the church which 
included not only Clancy’s per- 
sonal draft, but others from gam- 
bling houses, including a check 
signed by “Dandy Phil” Kastel. 

In any event the citizens got 
nowhere with their suit. Through 
some rather astounding legal ac- 
tions by the court of the district 


in which the gambling clubs were |’ 


located, it had never got to trial. 

In Clancy’s kingdom, not only 
Clubs Forest and Beverly but at 
least six other sizable casinos 
operated. Clancy, who had been 
sheriff for 23 consecutive years, 
was an old-style politician. His 
face was florid .and he wore a 
fixed smile that rarely changed, 
even when he was making damag- 
ing admissions. | 

His attitude reeked of pious 
hypocrisy. Yes, he admitted, 
there was gambling in Jefferson 
parish and it had gone on “for 
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Grown Son 


GROWN son is one who has 
A reached the age of maturity. 

It is a time when his parents 
should give him his head and let 
him be his own master. 
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hundreds of years.” But the real 
reason that King Clancy condoned 
gambling was not because of “ice” 
or anything crude like that, but 
simply because the gambling 
casinos provided work for hun- 
dreds of “underprivileged and 
old people who could not get 
work any place else.” . 


Senator Charles W. Tobey 
hardly could stay in his seat as 
King Clancy told his story. Star- 
ing at the hapless sheriff, he 
thundered: “Why don’t you resign 
and get out and put somebody in 
that can handle it — somebody 
who has got some guts?” All 
Clancy could do was listen with 
his frozen, sickly smile still on 
‘his face. He did promise to close 
gambling in his county, though. 


In the best tradition of sheriffs 
of this type, King Clancy also had 
managed to become a wealthy 
man. But one of his little prob- 
lems was that the marshal of 
Gretna, principal town of the par- 
ish, was one Beauregard Miller, 
and pretty much of an institution 
himself. There seemed to be a 
tacit agreement between . them 
that Clancy would leave law en- 
forcement up to the marshal in 
the incorporated town of Gretna, 
where the gambling clubs in oper- 
ation at that time included the 
Billionaire club and the Million- 
aire cafe. 


When we asked Beauregard 
Miller what was the main business 
in his town of 14,000 population, 


he replied frankly: “The main 


business is the gambling busi- 
ness.”

During the summer we 
have been talking things over among ourselves and with 
some of the younger girls in the neighborhood, and we can’t 
imagine why a course like this wasn’t given to us when we 
started high school, instead of when we finished. We needed 
it even more at the beginning, and it would have saved 
trouble for some of us. 

“Also, we can't figure why some of our parents are so 
unWilling to permit us to date boys. The younger girls feel 
particularly resentful. In school we are with boys all day. 
Why do our parents think we can't be trusted with them in 
the evening, or that there is something wrong about going 
to the movies together? What's the matter with parents, Dr. 
Popenoe?”’ 

* * 

PLENTY. VIRGINIA, I can speak freely, being one my- 
self! But the problem vou describe is common. There are 
many reasons why some parents are so unwilling to let 
their daughters have dates. For instance: 

1. Some parents still have the patterns of “the old coun- 
try.” where a girl was not allowed to go out alone until 
after marriage. 

2. Most parents have a more or less unconscious fear 
that dating might end in early marriage, for which they 
feel (correctly!) that the youngsters are unprepared, financially 
and in all other ways. 

* * * | 

3. EVEN more widespread and terrifying to parents is 
the fear that these friendships may lead to improper rela- 
tions. In many instances they recognize that they have failed 
to give their young people the protection of accurate infor- 
mation and soundly-based ideals and standards of behavior 
—they have refused to talk about the subject of sex at all. 

4. Some parents cling pathetically to the idea that they 
themselves are still young and if the youngsters begin to 
date, it makes them feel old. They would like to consider 
the teen-agers as children who are still dependent on papa 
and mama for everything, including companionship. 

Boys and girls should begin to go around together in 
groups when they are in junior high school. By the age of 
14 or 15, or 16 at the latest, girls are ready to go out on 
the right kind of dates. Parents who try to hold them back 
after that are doing them a great disservice.

Therefore, to have 
a buffer zone where the troops 
now stand would seem to make 
sense. 

It would certainly give more 
security’ to the South Koreans to 
know that the thirty-eighth paral- 
lel was not considered of such 
importance that it had to continue 
‘to be the line separating North 
and South Korea.

THERE has been considerable 
talk lately about the rift between 
the leadership of Communist 


China and the leadership of the 
Soviet Union. It- makes sense, I 
think, to believe that the major 
objective of all Asiatics is to gain 
recognition among the peoples of 
the world on a par with all the 
other great nations of the world, 
and it is not surprising that they 
wish to play a major part in set- 
tling Asiatic questions. . 


White peoples have long ex- 
ploited the Asiatic nations. While 
in the old days there may have

West opened his top heart, and 
East’s eight forced declarer’s ace. 
South laid down the ace and king 
of trumps, and when that suit 
broke 2-2, he simply exited by 
leading a club and ducking in 
dummy. 

East, on lead with the club 
jack, laid down a high heart and 
declarer of course ruffed. South 
led another club, and East plod- 
ded away at his heart returning, 
his idea obviously being to make 
Routt: wee up his trumps. South 
was glad to oblige, and he then 
exited for the third time in clubs. 

Once more East was on lead, 
and now it made no difference 
what he returned—the damage 
had already been done. As it 
happened, he led still another 
heart, and South ruffed with his 
next-to-last trump. Naw declarer 
made his final exit play by lead- 
ing the spade 10—and poor West 
was fixed. He took the trick with 
the jack but he could not “get 
out.” <A spade return would go 
directly up to South’s major 
tenace, and if West led his last 
club, declarer could ruff it in one 
hand while discarding a spade 
from the other. 

East should have realized that 
with declarer holding a six-card 
diamond suit, there was no fu- 
ture in continuing to force de- 
clarer with heart leads. For one 
thing, there was the danger that 
South had four clubs and would 
set up his long card in the suit; 
for anothef, there was the danger 
that exactly what did happen 
would happen—that West would 
get end-played in spades. East 
should have led a spade at some 
early point of the play!

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NATIONS as individuals can 
fling away opportunities for 
peace as individuals can tram- 
ple on the visitations of grace. 
Once more we see the Gospel 
picture fulfilled: “And as He 
drew near and caught sight of 
the city, He wept over it and 
said: ‘Ah if thou too couldst un- 
derstand above all in the day 
and that is granted thee, the 
ways that can bring thee 
peace.” As it is, they are hid- 
den from sight. The tears of 
the Savior are for a lost op- 
portunity of free men. _ In- 
sensibility is the forerunner of 
destruction. 


At the close of World ‘War II 
we were lulled to sleep in the 
false belief that we had de- 
stroyed dictatorships, but there 
were a few who were not de- 
ceived. They knew that the 
most powerful was still alive as 
a red cobra hiding under the 
brush of democracy. We now 
have to pay the penalty for 
that lapse of caution. But we 
are still not free from further 
deception, and there is a need 
for another warning. 


Soviet Russia has three Tro- 
jari Horses. Two have already 
been wheeled into the ramparts 
of Western civilization. The 
first was anti-Fascism, in which 
it doped the world info believ- 
ing that it was opposed to 
totalitarian systems. Then sud- 
denly Communism entered into 
a union with Nazism, as Molo- 
tov said to Ribbentrop: “Our 
friendship has been sealed in 
blood.” But it was the blood of

THE SECOND Trojan Horse 
was “Democracy.” Communism 
made itself appear as the “great 
defender of the democratic force 
of the world.” Hitler once said: 
“No one will ever believe a little 
lie; but everyone will believe a 
big one.” That lie was a big one, 
so we believed it. That lie has 
now been punctured and is be- 
lieved only in two quarters, by a 
few intelligentsia who have been 
educated beyond their intelli- 
gence, and by a few who have no 
intelligence to be educated. 

The third Trojan Horse has not 
yet been taken out of Moscow's 
stables, but its snortings can al- 
ready be heard. This new one is 
called “Peace” and is the most 
dangerous of all. As anti-Fascism. 
ended in an alliance with Fascism: 
as defender of democracy ended 
in the trampling under foot of 
36 out of every 100 people in the 
world, so “Peace” will eventually 
mean war in the double talk of 
Communism. 

Russia has seen that its anti- 
democratic moves have been 
matched by our military pre- 
paredness. Its wars made us 
prepare for war. There is only 
one way left to deceive us, and 
that is to talk “peace”; to put 
to sleep the free peoples of the 
world; to make it appear that 
we should melt our snowballs, 
for they no longer have forts; 
to hide their knives in their 
Cossack boots and hold out 
empty hands pledging friend- 
ship and love. This method will 
undoubtedly be successful, as 
the other two were successful. 
Being a naturally and truly 
peaceful nation, we will begin 
beating swords into plough- 
shares, university professors 
will talk Communist “peace” in 
their classrooms, and the whole 
nation will let down.its guard. 

Then some fine morning we 
will be ‘suddenly startled by 

another Pearl Harbor. It may 
be Seattle or San Francisco 
that has been struck by the 
forces of “Soviet Peace.” The 
dove will turn into a vulture: 
“peace” will mean “war” as 
“anti- Fascism” meant “pro- 
Nazism,” and as “democracy” 
meant “slavery.” 

America! Be Warned! “Three 
times in a nation’s history.” 
The third could be our ruin. 
Peace is not in words, but in 
the tranquility of order—and 
order means giving to each 
free man his due under. God, 
Who is also entitled to His due, 
which is our adoration, our 
service and our love.

Rabies Prevention 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ITH children and dogs both running loose in the sum- 
W mer, dog bites are more likely to occur. There is no 

longer the need for blind terror of rabies, or hydrophobia, 
for two reasons: the Pasteur protective treatment for humans 
who are bitten, and the preventive immunization agaiust rabies 
required for licensing dogs. 

The compulsory immunization of dogs against rabies be- 
fore they can be licensed is an effective public health 
measure. Such an ordinance is enforced in many communities. 
Immunization .of dogs against rabies is the best preventive 
measure to date. In communities with an immunization re- 
quirement, the reservoir for this dread disease is in stray 
dogs, of which there may be several] thousand in a large city. 

Rabies occurs in such other animals as wolves, foxes, 
skunks, and other wild life who can transmit it to stray un- 
protected dogs. 

Because of the peculiar fact that bitten human beings do 
not develop rabies until after the dog has shown symptoms of 
it, human rabies can be prevented by the Pasteur treatment. 
Unless the dog bite is on the head or occurs In younger chil- 
dren, the 14 daily shots of the Pasteur treatment need not 
be started until the dog has been observed for rabies. If the 
dog who did the biting does not develop symptoms in 10 days 
afterward, the dog -did not have rabies and its bite was not 
dangerous from that point of view. 

* *~* 

IT IS THUS highly important that any dog who has bitten 
someone be kept alive in order to see whether rabies will 
develop in the animal. If the dog is impulsively killed, there 
is no chance of proving that it did not have rabies. In that 
ease, the person bitten must undergo a Pasteur course of 
treatment. 

Rabid dogs undergo a change in their manner and habits. 
They have a tendency to wander, and show increasing excite- 
ment and restlessness. Contrary to popular belief, rabid dogs 
have no dread of water. In fact, they are really more thirsty 
than usual but cannot swallow water in the later stages of 
rabies. 

Animal bites involve a secondary danger which is some- 
times forgotten. That is the possibility of an infection devel- 
eping. Because of this, the wound should be carefully cleaned, 
preferably by a physician. Most physicians who treat cases of 
dog bites or other animal bites inject tetanus antitoxin for 
protective purposes. The possibility of a lockjaw infection is 
greater if the wound is deep and penetrating. In those who 
have been immunized against tetanus in the past few years, 

enly a booster shot of toxoid is needed to insure immunity.

Remember, too, that your voice 
on the ‘phone gives the caller a 
mental picture of you. A dull, 
bored or monotonous voice can 
make him say to himself: “I'll bet 
that gal’s got about as much per- 
sonality as a paper clip.” And the 
impression he forms of you may 
influence his impression of the 
business you work for. 

If you have never thought about 
it before, says Miss Mundy, ob- 
serve the volume of your voice 
the next you answer the 
*phone. A hormal conversational 
tone is best, but too many folks 
turn up the power when they 
speak into the mouthpiece of the 
‘phone and a lot of persons actu- 
ally shout. If your voice is too 
loud it makes you sound as 
though you are irritated about 
something. Too loud a voice is as 
difficult to derstand over the 
‘phone as e too-soft, mousy 
voice of the shrinking violet who 
barely whispers into the tele- 
phone. Too rapid speech makes 
you sound like a magpie and only 
confuses the caller and a person 
who talks too slowly is a time- 
waster and a trial on the listen- 
er’s nerves. 

“A lot of people tell me, ‘But 
you haven't told me anything I 


couldn’t figure out for myself,’” 
Marie laughs. “And they’re right. 
The point is that most of us have 
grown careless. One executive 
laughed at me when I suggested 
making a survey of the telephone 
habits of the employes of his firm 
and asked, ‘So you want to come 
in here and teach me to say 
“hello”?’

physical changes. — 

The 13-year-old needs to be by 
himself and he is usually hap- 
piest when alone. It will add to

An open Communist violation 


of Kaesong’s neutrality had led 
Ridgway to halt negotiations un- 
til the Reds guaranteed it wouldn’t 
happen again. Tuesday Ridgway 


demanded “complete compliance.” 
The Reds replied, according to 


the translated version: 

“We have already solemnly 
guaranteed strict adherence” to 
the agreement. 

This phrase was significantly 
omitted from the English version 


as carried by Hsinhua, a Chinese 
Communist news agency. 

In both translations, the top 
Red leaders said they had issued 
new orders that their soldiers ob- 
serve the neutrality agreement, 
Both expressed hope that Ridg- 
way would send his negotiators 
back to Kaesong to resume négo- 
tiations. 

No Tokyo Hint as te Reply. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation of when Gen. Ridgway 
would reply; nor of when armis- 
tice negotiations might be ree 
sumed. 

Brig. Gén. William P. Nuckols, 
spokesman at the U.N. peace 
camp in Korea, said “any plans 
for the delegation to go to Kae~- 
song very obviously await Gen, 
Ridgway’s instructions.”
